Plevna. The Grand Duke declined either to 
accept the letter or to receive the parlemen- 
taire, and directed him to be escorted to the 
headquarters of Prince Charles as Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the ellied armies besieging 
Plevna. The purport of the letter was a 
request for 

FAVORABLE TERMS OF CAPITULATION, 
and an especial request from Osman 
Pasha to be be allowed to surrender his 
sword to the Grand Duke Nicholas. This 
being impossible, the parlementaire re- 
turned. On Sunday. another desperate as- 
sault was made on the Russian right, in 
which Osman Pasha himself was 
wounded, and abom 3,000 Turks put 
hors de combat. Nothing remained 
but unconditional surrender, and thus closed 
one of the bravest defenses of modern times. 

At 2 o'clock on Sunday the Turkish bugles 
sounded the retreat.

in his message, Matthews had made his Silver- 
resolution a concurrent onc, with the hope that 
Congress might pass , in which case it woul 


become biuding without Executive approval. 
Senator Conkling arose, however, as Matthews 


resumed his seat and moved that the resolution 
be made joint instead of concurrent, thus 
depriving it of all value. Sevator Edmunds

strong points. This brought Senator 
Thurman to bis feet to the rescue of

The gravity of the situation on the Rio 
Grande seems to be fully appreciated in Con- 
gress. In accordante with the usual prac- 
tice, the Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means yesterday moved the refer- 
ence of the matters touched upon in the 
President's message to various Committees 
among others, that portion relating to 
the border difficulties to the Mili- 
tary Committee.

Mr. Scurzicuer, of Texas, is a 
member of this Committee, and will be able 
to look after the interests of his eonstituents, 
while it is expected that the Committee as a 
whole will bestow upon the question of our 
relations with Mexico the carefal consider- 
ation which its gravity and consequence de- 
mand. The fact that the Foreign Affairs 
instead of the Military Committee was se- 
lected shows that the House is not disposed 
to adopt a policy calculated to aggravate 
rather than modify the existing condition of 
excitement and alarm.

It is not our purpose to give any detailed 


story of the war in this place. Sufficient to 
say that since that day oll the action on the 
scene of war in Europe has been turned upon 
Plevna as on a pivot. Osman Pasha has 
stood his ground firmly, and has effectually 
barred the door of Roumelia, and 
the Generals of the Czar have rec- 
ognized the fact that Pleyna must 
be taken. Accordingly, after several ineffec- 
tual attempts to dislodge the Turkish com- 


mander, it was determined to commence a 


regular siege, and Gen. TopiepEn, the ven- 
erable hero of Sebastopol, was called to take 
charge of the operations. Days, and weeks, 
and months passed, and readers of the news- 
papers have long since passed the stage of 
wondering if anything more was going to be 
done. But down in Bulgaria the net was 
gradually being woven about the victim. 
Day by day sources of supply were cut off 
and new positions taken up by the Russians, 
while all the time the ceaseless beat of shot 
and shell has been heard and felt by the 
doomed Turks.

The sub- 
sidy was urged partly on the ground of mili- 
tary necessity, and in no ce pending the 
War could the line have been located furthey 
to the South; even had ther! been no war 
jeopardizing the integrity of our national 
territory, it is doubtful whether justice to all 
sections would have allowed a nore southerly 
route for the single and central tans-continen- 
tal railroad projected. But, hiving granted 
a huge subsidy for one railrojd across the 
continent, that is rather a resson why the 
Government should grant no more than a 
reason why it should grant two or three 
others. All the legitimate pupose the Gov- 
ernment could have in view wis accomplish- 
ed by this one grant. Had thepeople known 
to what base uses this grant would be per- 
verted, it is not unlikely thatit would have 
been withheld to await the tine when private 
capital should be willing to undertake the 
work; but certainly the experience the peo- 
ple have had with one subddized railroad 
ought to preclude a repetition thereof. If 
the Southern States forfeited any sectional 
advantages in this grant (which we doubt), 
it was because they were in rebellion against 
the Government, and the reute could not 
safely be projected in their territory; but 
certainly the nation should not now be called 
upon to duplicate its subsidies because the 
South was making war upon the Govern- 
ment during the time the time the original 
subsidies were granted.

These are but two cases out of many, all 
going to show how heinous an offense it has 
become for a man to die rich and distribute 
his property unequally. , Yet this is exactly 
the result which is contemplated by the the- 
ory of the law whereby the power of making 
wills is conferred.

It 
only needs that a few more of them should 
occur in order to produce a popular regction 
against the whole system of bequeathing 
property as it pow exists; so that the rights 
of children to play with their great-fore- 
fathers’ names shall not be esteemed the most 
inestimable privilege of mankind. 


THE BI-METALLIC STANDARD. 

It is impossible to maintain the double 
standard, because there is no guarantee 
against fluctuation.” This is a common 
statement made by all those who oppose the 
restoration of the silver dollar as a legal- 
tender.

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1 THE FALL OF PLEVNA. 
The great blow, which all Europe has 
been awaiting with varied feelings for the 
past three months, has at last been struck, 
aud the only stronghold of the Turks north 
of the Balkan Mountains has fallen into the 
hands of the Russians. Plevna, the beloved, 
the impregnable, wherein have been centred 
all the hopes of the fading Ottoman Empire, 
was surrendered unconditionally, according 
to our dispatches, after a sharp assault Sun- 
day morning. The announcement, coming 
as it does suddenly and without any previous 
intimation in the shape of renewed general 
fighting, is no less a surprise to those 
who have had continued confidence in 
the ultimate triumph of the Czar’s war- 
riors than to the smaller number whose de- 
light has been the occasional successes of 
the only two Turkish Generals whose career 
has not been a series of uninterrapted de- 
feats. It is only common fairness to assert 
that, aside from a few rebellions Russian 
rovinces, the only sympathizers. with. the 
kish Cause have been the English holders 
of Turkish bonds, and that class of English- 


must have possessed in an extraordinary 
measurevthe affections of his men to have 
prevented open insubordination or treachery 
during the long siege. Our dispatches nar- 
rate that he made an attempt—undoubtedly 
the last effort of desperation—to break 
through the Russian lines in the direction of 
Widdin on the west, but was attacked in 
front and rear and compelled to surrender 
after a glorious. struggle.

Two months were occupied in get- 
ting these troops into position, and on the 
22d of June the passage of the Danube was 
made at Brailaj the total number 
troops in Roumania at 
that time being about 200,000. This 
movement, which was ouly intended 
as a diversion, was followed on the 26th by a 
crossing at Simnitza. From this time for- 
ward there was a continual succession of 
Russian victories. Nicopolis was captured, 
and an advance guard of cavalry under Gen. 
Gounxo penetrated the Balkans and spread 
alarm and dismay to the yates of the capital. 
The old Serdar Ekrem, penning himself 
and his army up in Schumla, allowed a Rus. 
sian corps to march without opposition 
across Bulgaria. The Grand Duke estab- 
lished his headquarters in Tirnovagat the 
very foot of the mountains.

LAND-GRANTS AND 6UBSIDIES. 
The regulir session of Congress having 


opened, two or three subsidy bills have been 


introduced for the benefit of the Southern 
Pacific scheme, the lobby is presumably in 
full trim for the assault, and the Southern 
newspapers are doing what they can to spread 
the impression that the Southern people 
may claim a subsidy as a right on the ground 
that the North has enjoyed disproportionate 
advantages from the subsidies heretofore 
granted. A statement is going round among 
the Southern papers, based on a recent 
speech made in Congress by Mr. RtopLx, of 
Tennessee, the purport of which is to show 
that 155,000,000 acres of public lands have 
been granted by tLe Government for railroad 
construction for the benefit of the Northern 
States, and only $32,000,000 On the same ac- 
count for the benefit of the Southern States. 
It may be as well to briefly analyze this state- 
ment for the purpose of determining just 
how exact and fair it is. 

To begin with, the 155,000,000 acreé said to 
have been given away to the Northern States 
comprises all the lands contamed in the 
Territories as well as that located within the 
boundaries of Northern States. Now the T -rri- 
torial lands belong to the whole United Siates, 
and any gift, sale, or retention thereof af- 
fects similarly both Northern and South- 
ern States. The Territorial lands constitute 
the bulk of the grants to the Pacific rail- 
roads already built, and were given because 
they were located upon the route to the Pa- 
cific agreed upon as the most central and 
desirable; there is no reason why the North- 
ern States should have a special advantage 


explained. the principle 
is onee established that the rich man who 
dies is ipse facto crazy, it will he an easy ad- 
vance to the conclusion that the poor man 
who with malice aforethought becomes rich 
is also a victim of mental aberration.

ination than 20 francs. In place of these 
legal-tender notes it paid out silver coin. 
Had France been confined to the single 
standard of gold, her vast store of silver 
would have been useless to her. She would

In how far do you agree, Mr. Stephens, with 
the message of the President, in its recom- 
mendation that the nationai debt be paid in 

and not in si!ver? * I asked him to-day. 

“IT donot understand the President exactly 
sotorecommend. He only recommends that 
the public debt and interest shall not be paid in 
any coinage of less commercial value than the 

gold coinage of the country. If io the 
remonetization of silver, the coinage be of the 
same commercial value as gold, I do not under- 
stand him to say that the public debt 
dnd interest should not be paid in it, 
as well as in gold coinage of the 
same value. I understand ghe President to 
y recommend that the public faith and 
credit be maintained, and that the public debt 
should not be paid in a debased coinage, or one 
of lower value than that which was the basis of 
the debt.

The diffi- 
culty ts not in anydeficiency of the nominal 
earrency; but in its condition. Our actual cir- 
eala in point 1 4 f including cold, silver, 
greonbacks, and National Bank notes, probably 
docs not exceed 8400, 000. 000. while we have a 
nominal currency of about $730,000,000. Our 
financial condition is similar to that of 
a person suffering from congestion. It is 
hot want of more bleed, but 
a diffusion of that which is not performing its 
healthiul function. A large part of our nominal 
currency is in a state of congestion; it is locked 
up and hoarded, as well in private vaults as iu 
binks, because of the want of confidence and 
o her reasons [cannot now state. The repeal 
ol the Resumption act is nat going to give the 
relief needed, por would the remonetization of 
sliver do it. Some other steps are necessary 
to bring about afhormal and healthy action in

CO-OPERATIVE FARMING. 

Larayetre, Ind., Nov. 6.—Mr. O. C. Sis, 
106 Dearborn street, Chicago—DraR Sim: 
Having read your letters about farming with 
very much interest, ha¥ing no intention of farm- 
ing myself, but being in a pes‘tion to know the 
distress prevailing, the few lines in your letter 
‘‘Farm-Life’’ struck me the most: “‘Otberslack 
only the necessary means to enable them to make 
astart. No plans have yet been devised, nor 
I fear are likely to be, for aiding those without 
meaps but otherwise qualifiea for success in 
making.a start. I have often thought the sub- 
ject over, and to my mind I think it could be 
accomplished. My planis ia this wise: Ifa 
company of capitalists take, say, a township 
of Government land, and make 280 farms of 
eighty acres each. From each of those farms 
reserve twenty acres timber or pasture laud 
(reserve all the timber). As every farm must 
have a certain amount of pasture, this could be 
held in common, but made so that it actually 
belonged to the farm; also the timber, if any, 
should béso arranged that every owner of a 
farm could draw his supply of wood from it. 
It snould be placed in the hands of Commis- 
sioners, and those to designate what wood 
should be cut. 

Now for the financial plan: Starting out 
with a capital of, say, $100,000 cash, bearing in 
mind that none of those cxpecting to settle 
have any means, and, to insure the benefit to 
the most deserving, the company would have 
to go to work in the following way: nee 
with 100 able-bodied men, men with fami 


lies, each to pass a medical examination the 


same as if they enlist inthe army, the com- 
pany tokeeo them one year, give them board 
and medica. attendabce and $18 per month. 
Commence im proving the land—geveral ve- 
ment at first, such gs roads, draining, etc.; 
then build houses on each farm, and, as fast as 
the houses are built, have them occupied with 
families, and in lieu of board issue one ratiou 
the same as is isbued in the United States army, 
the rest the bead of the lamily has to provide 
from his wages, assuming that each will settle 
on a farm alter the year’s service is out, and 
the company furnish him with the necessary 
implements. 

The manner of payments: Let him then 
work the land, and the company take the sur- 
plus of produce and apply it to the payments 
for the land aud implements until they are 
paid for, then to give him a clear title. 

Assuming that each farm is worth $500, and 
$200 for implements, each man starts with an 
indebtedness of $700. I think that he can pay 
that off in less than ten years, with interest, 
belug under the supervision of the compan 
until it is paid off. If one man should fall o 
there would be ten to take tis chance. The 
company could reserve the place fora village, 
and sell the lots for cash. And it should be 
understood that those whom the company hire 
must settle on the land, and not be allowed to 
buy town lots, until they have their land paid 
for. What money the company would make I 
leave to you to figure. The plan for the settle- 
ment is that adopted in my native place in 
Switzerland. There it works well, and sus- 
thins a population of over 2,000 on not more 
land than comprises atownship, without any 
other means of earning otherwise than what 
is connected with home demand. * *

The Watson Building, in which the Open 


Board meets,is a newly-constructed business 
block on the site of the old Long ohn“ en- 
gine-house. On reaching the stairway leading 
from the main hall. the reporter turned himself 
into an animated corkscrew to fit the gauge of 
the narrow and somewhat complicated stairs, 
and in a few minutes found himself at the top 
floor, where the projectors of the scheme fondly 
hope that inerchants most will congregate.

Reports Concernhg YVieid and Condition. 

New OxLxaxs. Ia., Dee. 10,—The crop re- 
port of the Galvesten Cotton Exchange is as 
follows: Ejighty-sk replies from forty-six 
counties, in answer fo questions gent out on the 
28th of November,have been received. The 
average date is Dec 2. The weather has been 
less favorable during the month of November 
than the same tim last year. Twenty-three 
counties report the otton ali picked; seven re- 
port seveu-eichths yicked: sixteenjreport three- 
fourths picked. All Will be gathered by the 15th 
of December. The increase reported in five 
counties will be an erage of 20 per cent; the 
decrease in thirty- ght counties will average 
37 6 per cent; three counties report the same 
as last year; nine canntics report 50 per cent; 
thirty-seven count®s report 62356 per cent of 
crop marketed. cessive rains during the 
month of November interfered with picking, 
ong, te consequene, the fields could not be 
saved. 

The crop report f@ November Louisiana says: 
From twenty-eight, parishes we have fifty an- 
swers, average date Dec. 14. The weather has 
been much less faforable than for the same 
month last year. Picking has been slow. Two- 
thirds of the crop was reported gathered at the 
date of our replies, and itis estimated that the 

Icking will not be @ompleted before the 20th of 
— The yield in the large river parishes 
will be 25 to 35 per nt greater than last year, 
while in other portions of the State a decrease 
of 10 to 35 per cent * reported, We estimate 
the decrease for the State at 7 percent. About 
46 per cent of the erep has been marketed. All 
our correspondents @mpilain of too much rain. 

In Mississippi out report is compiled from 
fifty answers received from twenty-six counties, 
the dates ranging fran Nov. 30 to Dee. 4. The 
weather is reported a much less favorable than 
for the same month last year. Picking has 
been retarded. Not more than two-thirds of a 
crop bas been gathered, and it s estimated 
that picking will not be completed before the 
15th of January. yield in Mississippi 
and Yazoo River Counties will be 10 to 20 per 
cent greater than last year, while in other por- 
tions of the State a corresponding decrease is 
reported. We estimate the average for the 
State at 5 per cent decrease. Our corresnond- 
ents report that about 40 per cent of the crop 
has been marketed. 

From Arkansas we have received thirty-six re- 
plies from twenty-onevounties, of average date 
Dec. 4. The weathe has been less favora- 
dle than for the same period last vear. Two.

Ninety-one report the weather for November 
much less favorable than during November, 
1876; sixteen less favorable; all agree as to the 
frequency of rains}; seventy-five make especial 
mention of the disastrous effect of rains which 
immediately followed the hard freezes; four- 
teen designate the weather as being the worst. 
ever known for saving cotton crops. It is 
variously estimated that from 33 to 90 per cent 
of the crop has bees gathered, ayeragiug 63 per 
cent; fourteen estimate that the picking will be 
completed in December; sixtv-two in January; 
twenty-four by Feb. 1, and two by March 1,— 
the average date, dan. 10. Twenty-eight esti- 
mute a greater yield than in 1876; twenty about 
the same; fifty-nitie less,—averaging 7½ per 
cent less than 1876. This is a reduction from 
the October estimate of about 8. per 
cent. The proportion of the cotton 
crop marketed is variously estimated at from 33 
to 85 per cent, the average of the estimate being 
that 46 per cent had been marketed by the Ist 
of December.

THE FIRE LIMITS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

CuicaGco, Dec. 10.—There seems to be a de- 
termined effort on the part of some real-estate 
owners to so reduce the fire limits as to allow 
the erection of wooden buildings in a part of 
the city which is now largely composed of va- 
cant lands. It is said that every excitement has 
its nine-days’ wonder, and is then forgotten, 
but it does seem strange that the terrible visita- 
tion we had six years ago in the almost total 
destruction of our city would se soov be obliter- 
ated from the minds of our citizens, and that 
there could be found some men here who would 
for a moment entertain the thought of return- 
ing to the dangerous plan of building wooden 
shanties inside of the city limits. It 
is well known that. durip the au- 
tum our winds, which sometimes amount 
almost to a gale, are usually from the soutb- 
west, aud durivg this season a spark only is 
wanted, that ina few moments will kindle a 
blaze among such structures as will endanger 
the whole city. Brick can now be laid in the 
wall at from $6,50 to $7 per thousand, and the 
small difference between brick and frame will be 
more than compensated for in favor of the 
former in the course of afew years in the dif- 
ference in cost of insurance, repairing, painting, 
ete. Chicago docs not usually turn back after 
taking an advance step in the right direction, 
and it is well known to all of our citizens that 
our former great .fires originated in just 
such tumble-down  rookeries. Our first 
great calamity elicited the sympathy of 
the entire civilized world, while’ our 
second misfortune held us up to criticism, And 
now for us to deliberately repeat our folly would 
bring down upon our heads the just condemua- 
tion of all right-midded people. In view of 
these facts,1 consider it the duty of every 
citizen who has the trae iuterest of Chicago at 
heart to lift their hands in opposition to this 
scheme toendanyer gur reputation asa city.

It will be remembered that some weeks 
ago Judge Otis, the Receiver of the bank, filed 
a petition asking that the depositurs be en- 
joined from jyosecuting suits against the stock- 
holders of the bank. After extended argu- 
ments, Judge Farwell issued an ‘injunction as 
asked. Yesterday Mr. Bonney, on behalf of the 
Receiver, moved to have a decree entered in ac- 
cordance with the decision. This step was von- 
tested vigorously by Messrs. Garduer & Schuy- 
ler. Grant & Swift, and Monroe, Bisbee & 
Rall, all oi whom represented depositors who 
had not been made parties to the suit, but who, 
by the terms of the decree, were restrained trom 
prosecuting the suits thev had previously begun 
against divers stockhoiders, They urged that 
it they were to be enjoined they must be made 
parties to the suit in which the injunction was 
granted, and that if they were not made purties 
they could not be interfered with in the vrose- 
eution of their suits. The Court could have no 
jurisdiction over them unless they were parties 
to the suit. If the injunction was granted in 
this way they would have no relief. because, not 
being parties, they could not take an appeal. 
Mr. Bonney urged that a Court could restrain a 
party on motion in an original suit without 
taking him a party, and if he wanted any 
relief he must come in and ask 
for it by petition. In the present fcase, there 
were some 13,000 depositors, and it would be 
impossible to make them all parties. Only 
enough of them needed to be made parties to 
fairly try the right, aud al] other purties would 
be bound by the decision. 

Judge Farweli held that all the depositors 
could not be made parties, but only enough to 
represent the whole. The injanction waa an in- 
junction to protect the Court and its officers in 
the protection of the estate which it had under- 
taken to administer. He then overruled the 
objectiogs aud directed the decree to be en- 


tered.
